Three Hogs Went to Market

HREE hogs of the same weight 
were sent to market but that's 
where the resemblance ended 
One hog produced nearly 5% more 
of the preferable lean cuts by weight 
than the second and nearly 10% more 
than the third. Yet, because their 
weight was the same, so was the 
price paid for them 
This leads us to the most serious 
marketing problem confronting the 
hog industry today. And the problem 
boils down to this: Too much im- 
portance is being given to weight in 
determining hog prices. For weight

Try These Ideas 
for Displays

RE you looking for some new 
sure-fire display and promotion 
stunts with real farmer ap- 


peal? Well, what feed dealer isn't, 
for that matter’ Here are some ideas 
which you can probably adapt to your 
store ideas which should attract 
much attention from the farmfolk in 
your vicinity 

1. Do as a number of dealers have 
and raise two sets of baby chicks 
in your front display window. Sepa- 
rate the chicks by a wire screen 
Feed one set of chicks on choice 
feed and the other set on ordinary 
feed. Give the chicks the same 
amount of feed each day 

In no time at all, the chicks will 
begin to show differences. Those 
raised on the choice feed will 
be much larger than the others. Signs 
in the windows should indivate that 
(1) the chicks started out on the 
same day with equal advantages, and 
(2) the chicks fed on the choice feec 
are outstripping their fellows 

A display of this sort is bound to 
be of interest to farmers and is bound 
to bring home to them the merits 
of good feeding practices

WASHINGTON — Amendments to 
the Fair Labor Standards Act which 
went into effect Jan. 25, 1950, make 
no sweeping changes in the general 
application of this 11-year-old federal 
Wage-Hour Law to employees of 
grain and feed dealers

The 
processing and sale to loca! farmers 
of feed which is fed to livestock and 
poultry that are shipped outside the 
state are also within the act's cover- 
age.

Dealers who receive feeds already 
mixed and merely resell them will 
need only to ascertain whether their 
establishments meet all three tests 
so as to be within the exemption 
Similarly, dealers who perform minor 
processing operations that are inci- 
dental to retail selling and servicing 
can also apply the three tests to de- 
termine whether or not their employ- 
ees are exempt. The exemption is not 
affected by the operation of grinding 


| and mixing equipment, which occu- 


pies a smal) proportion of the prem- 
ises and is used to prepare feed on

| dumping various ingredients into the 
| hopper. Nor would the grinding of 


feed for farmers from the grain they 
themselves bring in affect the estab- 
lishment’s status under the exemp- 
tion 

As for operators of retail estab- 
lishments who engage in manufac- 
turing activities, as distinguished 
from minor processing operations of 
the nature mentioned above, their 
employees, too, may be within a re- 
lated exemption. This is because the 
new amendments contain a provision 
dealing with retail establishments 
that make or process the goods they 
sell on the premises. Under this pro- 
vision, an establishment which meets 
all three tests outlined above may 
qualify for this exemption, even 
though it manufactures at the estab- 
lishment all or a part of the feed it 
sells on the premises, provided that 
the establishment is recognized as a 
retail one in the industry and more 
than 85% of the annual dollar volume 
of sales of its manufactured feed is 


| made within the state in which the 


establishment is located 
If an establishment fails to qualify 





for the exemption applicable to retail 
and service establishments, it is still 
possible for a dealer to claim mini- 
mum wage and overtime pay exemp- 
tion for individual employees engaged 
in sales work if the requirements of 
the administrator's regulations gov- 
erning exemption of employees en- 
gaged in a “local retailing capacity” 
or as “outside salesmen” are met 
These regulations also govern the ex- 
emption of “executive,” “administra- 
tive” and “professional” employees. 

Employers are cautioned to make 
sure that an employee's conditions 
of employment actually do meet the 
applicable tests before claiming ex- 
emption. Violations may occur if em- 
ployers fail to note that work per- 
formance and responsibilities, as well 
as salary, are controlling factors and 
that an employee's job title has no 
bearing on whether or not the exemp- 
tion can apply. It should be noted, 
too, that the exemptions are not de- 
signed to apply to such office work- 
ers as the usual stenographer, book- 
keeper or clerk 

Following are the tests which must 
be put to determine whether an em- 
ployee may be exempt from the law's 
minimum wage and overtime pay pro- 
visions as a so-called “white collar” 
employee, under the administrator's 
Regulations, Part 541: 

“Local Retailing” Employee—For 
an employee to be exempt from the 
minimum wage and overtime provi- 
sions of the federal Wage and Hour 
Law because he is engaged in a 
“local retailing capacity,” both of the 
following summarized tests of Regu- 
lations, Part 541, must be met: 

1. He must customarily and regu- 
lariy be engaged in making retail 
sales of goods or services, of which 
more than 50% of the dollar volume 
are made within the state where his 
place of employment is located, or in 
performing work immediately inci- 
dental to such sales, such as the 
wrapping or delivery of packages; 
and 

2. His hours of nonexempt work

1. He must have as his primary 
duty the performance of work which 
either (a) requires knowledge of an 
advanced type in a field of science or 
learning customarily acquired by a 
prolonged course of specialized in- 
tellectual instruction, or (b) is orig- 
inal and creative in character in a 
recognized field of artistic endeavor; 
and 

2. He must perform work which 
requires the consistent exercise of 
discretion and judgment and which is 
predominantly intellectual and varied 
in character; and 

3. His hours worked in nonexer pt 
work (activities which are not an 
essential part of and necessarily in- 
cident to his “professional” activities 
listed in tests 1 and 2) must be 
limited to no more than 20% of his 
own weekly hours of work; and 

4. He must be paid on a salary or 
fee basis at a rate of not less than

Special Shortened Test--An em- 
ployee who is paid on a salary or fee 
basis at a rate of not less than $100 
a week will be considered an exempt 
“professional” employee if his pri- 
mary duty consists of the perform- 
ance of work which either requires 
knowledge of an advanced type in a 
field of science or learning, which in- 
cludes work requiring the consistent

Grain and feed dealers who have 
employees who perform a combina- 
tion of duties which come under sev- 
eral of the “white collar” exemptions 
are advised that such employees may 
be exempted from the wage and hour 
provisions because these exemptions 
can be combined. In combining ex- 
emptions, however, the stricter re- 
quirements on salary and nonexempt 
work must be met. Thus, if an em- 
ployee performs a combination of an 
executive's and an outside salesman's 
functions, he must meet the salary 
requirement for executives—$55 a 
week. Also, the total hours of non- 
exempt work under the definition of 
executive” together with the hours

Will Be Offered in Congress 


WASHINGTON Democratic con 
greasional leaders have prepared a 
new statement of farm price sup- 
port principles which may change 
the entire present concept of the 
farm program and kil! for the time 

the Brannan farm plan and 
Aiken theory of sliding price 


supports 

To be introduced to the two agri- 
cultura] committees of Congress next 
week by Elmer Thomas (D., Okla.) 
chairman of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee, and Rep. Harold Cooley 
(D.. N.C.) head of the House com- 
mittee, will be a plan under which 
price supports on perishable com- 
modities would be virtually ended 
this year and the farm program 
would be returned to its origina! con- 
cept of high supports for the basic 
commodities of corn, cotton, wheat 
rice, peanuts and tobacco. To this 
present basic commodity group would 
be added rye barley and grain 
sorghums 

In regard to the perishables, it is 
forecast further support on the 
commodities which have been caus- 
ing the heavy financia! drains on the 
Commodity Credit Corp. will be end- 
ed. Under the Thomas-Cooley pro- 
gram, the only perishables which 
could be supported would be those 
assured immediate without 
heavy financial loss 

The Thomas-Cooley 
seen as being designed not only to 
cut the cost of farm price supports 
but to head off the Aiken-Anderson 
concept of the sliding scale price 
support principle and at the same 
time kill the Brannan plan

While the proposal will be referred 
immediately to the agricultural com- 
mittee of both houses, it is unlikely 
that any extensive hearings on the 
subject will be held. Both these lead- 
ers believe that recent hearings on 
the farm program have been adequate 
and that they can go ahead after 
only brief discussions of the new plan 

Although USDA officials are not 
willing to.comment on the Thormas- 
Cooley proposal, it is seen that if the 
plan is adopted by Congress at this 
session, it might be considcred a 
mandate to halt further price sup- 
ports on hogs and oilseeds 

The current dairy and poultry price 
support programs for this year would 
not be affected, however, since USDA 
has already made commitments on 
these commodities. The dairy pro 
gram commitment runs through 
March 31, 1951

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"HOPPER THREAT TO LATE 
CROPS CITED 


FARGO, N.D.— Grain and other 
crops planted late this spring could 
be hurt severely by grasshoppers 
hatching along field margins and 
moving into the new green growth, 
according to Wayne J. Colberg, ento- 
mologist of North Dakota Agricul- 
tural College Extension Service. 

This damage could be extensive, as 
the small amount of green growth 
probably would mean that the ‘hop- 
pers would move fast through the 
fields. In normal seasons there is an 
abundance of plant growth by the 
time ‘hoppers appear 

Mr. Colberg thinks a week of 
warm weather will bring on the "hop- 
pers and, in some parts of the state, 
this may happen before 1950 grain 








Even 
though the rush of other field work 
is urgent, grasshopper hatching places | 
should be treated, Mr. Colberg said.

WASHINGTON A congressional! 
conference committee has killed the 
flour export mandate which has been 
in the Economic Cooperation Admin 
istration Act since it was first adopt- 
ed. The mandate was dropped this 
week when the committee approved 
an amendment authorizing ECA aid 
for another year 

The Senate version of the bill 
which was considered by the con- 
ference committee contained the re 
quirement that 12%% of wheat fi- 
nanced by ECA be exported in the 
form of wheat flour. The House had 
striken out this provision when it 
passea its amendment. In the 
ference committee sessions, the Sen 
ate receded from its position and 
accepted the House stand in killing 
the flour export mandate 

U.S. Department of Agriculture of 
who familiar with Euro 
pean conditions say that the rermov- 
al of this provision will have little 
effect on the total amount of US 
flour which will be exported to the 
ECA nations during the next fiscal 
year. They contend that there will 
be as much flour business without 
the legal mandate to the western Eu- 
ropean areas. Originally the ECA re- 
quired that 15% of the wheat export- 
ed be in the form of flour. This
